Construction has begun on 
the new dormitory locaied 
ISifycm the Inlirmary on Climon 
Street. Although a tentative 
completion date of fall 1976 has 
been given, thie Housing Office 
is planning occup^cy for 
January 1977 , to assure its 
readiness. 

Housing 600 students, the 
new dormitory will be novel on 
this campus in several areas. 
Four corner "suites," one on 
each floor with facilities for six 
students will enable groups of 
students to share living quarters. 
A kiundry room, study room, 
apd student lounge will be 
^raiilaUepheacI^^ 
will have stageareas suitable for 
many types of productions and 
will contain folding doors 
enabling subdivisions should 
several groups wish to use the 
lounge at one time. Tentatively, 
all corridors will be carpeted and 
though their exact nature has 
not yet been determined, guest 
facilities will beindudedjn the 
new dormitory. 



While it is listed as a women's 
dcmnitory, no set of studenu 
have been designated for 
occupancy o^ the new dorm. 
Although it will take over the 
housing dutks of North Hall 
and eventually of Oak and 
Hickory Halls, Odarcrest 
Manor, as it has been called so 
far, will not necessarily be 
exclusiveli^^or freshmen. 
Instead, according to Joseph 
Maresco, Dean of Students, this 
new nnit could very likely beco- 
educational with a mixing of the , 
four classes. 

"We have not yet set up a 
process « sttideitt seteetibn for 
the new ilomiitory,'' Dean. 
TVlaresco said. "But we will 
consult with the All Dorni 
Council in this selection process 
as we have with the other 
dormitories. We at the Housing 
Office are very excited about this 
new dormitory. We feel that it 
will have many advantages to 
offer students." - .

The Flashlight has recently 
installed a phototypesetting 
system which was ordered at the 
end of last semester. The 
equipment will enable the staff 
to produce a better quality 
newjipaper in less time. 
Previously, typesetting was 
done on manual machines 
which required typing all 
material twice. 

The madiinery consists of 
three piecn— a k^yboarding 
input, a amiputeriied output 

and a photographic processor. 
The typist punches a tape to 
instruct the computer which 
type size to use, width of the 
(T>py and the space to be put 
between the lines. She then tyi>es 
normaily. keeping her eyes on 
the visual display screen, to spot 
errors. Any mistakes made can 
be automatical iy corrected. 



llie tape is then run through 
the computer and the pai>er used 
is put through the photographic 
processor. The paper is 
develojK'd in a mater of seconds, 
jjroducing clean relatively error=^ 
free copy.

enrollment questions

One of the major topics 
concerning MSG* is its 
enroltment. How many students 
are regisferetP Why are they 
here? Why is the coUe^ losing 
students? Mr. Rodney Keldiner, 
Dean of Students, Was able to 
point out answers to scmae of. 
these questions. 

At present, Mansfield's total 
enrollment is approximately 
2600 to 2700 regular, 
"un Ser^radiTaTe ; degfce~~ 
m'atriculating students. 
Included in this group are 
roughly 600 freshmen and 125 
transfers. Although this is one of 
the largest freshman classes, it is 
not as large as the classes that 
have recently graduated. In the 
past 2 years Mansfield has 
graduated its largest classes in 
history. Incoming classes are not 
small, but they are not large 
enoqgb to replace those just 
graduated. In a year or 2 
incoming students migh| levtl 
off enrollment. 

One reason that enrollment is 
decreasing at Mahsfield is, that 
the cx)Uege is still known as a 
teachers college and the demand 
for teachers is no longer as grea^ 
as it used to be. There arecertain 
. programs that are attractive to>t 
students and MSG just isn't able 
to offer all of them. Another 
problem is the community 
college. Many studenu find it 
easier to obtain an Associates 



Degree at a two year college than 
to stay in sdiool for four more 
years for a Bachelors degree and 
^still not be sure of finding a good 
job. MSG is not geuing the 
transfer- sttidents it had hoped 
for. Lbcation has alio hurt MSC 
It's not easy to get to the college 
because of the hills and no super 
highways pass by the^mpus. 



Mansifield isn't the only 
school having enrollment 
problems. There just aren't as 
many high school students 
going on to college. When asked 
about it. Dean Kelchner had this 
to say, "High school students are 
aware that a collie education 
doesn't guarantee employment 
and because of this, they aren t 
as turned on it anymore. 
College seems to have lost the 
fnagic it once held. Witl^ 
inflation and the state of the 
economy many people feel they 
can't afford to send their kids to-i 
college. Mansfield isn't as 
expensive as some other four 
.year institutions but it still if n'c 



IQelichncr added that tonne 
th£|Ks that might help draw 
students to MSC are its size and 
its atmosphere^ It's not a 
crowded dunipu», it's a secure 
area, and it's also a very friendly 
area, according to Kelchner.

J>UTing the August 19, 1974 
meeting, the Board of Trustees 
approved the recommendation

tuition for the dependents of all 
full'time college personnel. 



The resolution was amended 
asking that the President writ^ a 
letter to Secretary of Education 
John C. Pittenger asking for 
guidelines in the 
implementation of this 
privile^. 



Dependents are able to 
register for a class or classes this 
Call, paying tiiition and fees.. 



When Secretary Pittenger 
agrees to the conditions and 
procedures, refunds will be 
made to those eligible. No 
refund for fees will be rfiade as 
the waiver policy covers only 
tuition^ 

^^ideht Park recommended 
to iSfecrtiary Pittenger that for. 

the purpose of tuition waiver, 
dependents must be those 
persons who wereclaimed'by the 
employee for Federal Income 
Tax purposes. 

At present, there is no 
provision for waiver of tuition 
^«oll^^Ei^^ies. PriBsidem 
Park also added that "a student 
on work study is not considered 
an erhployee" as mentioned 
above.

I There have been over 400 
enrollmenis in the Cxintinuing 
Kducation Program this fall, 
-ai^lpfdii^ 4o- Jir. William H. 



^.. The students, whose ages 
^^nge irom 17 to 70, will attend 
6i cx>urses located in Sayre, 
« ...WilHamsport, Coudersport,and 
-Towanda. 

When the program be^^n lour 
years ago u^der tfie direction of 
J)r. Beisel, only 15 courses were 
offered and only 50 students 
fnrollcd. Dr. Beisel expecu 
afabut i ,^000 studelib to niroll ill 
the program this year. 

"It has become hard for the 
faculty to meet the increasing 
(Remand," Dr. Beisel said. When 
asked if the demand for 
increased faculty help may 
alleviate the retrenchment 
. problem, I^. Beisel said that he 
didn't "know wjiether it will 
alleviate the retrenchment 
problem, but will certainly help 
it." 

Dr. Beisel citetf different 
reasons why an older person 
would want to continue his 
edticatNni. ^eneraHy, th^y need 
a cSSurse to fulfill a Job 
requirement, or to round out 
their education. Others lake a 
course for their own self- • 
interest. ■ 



The classes arc usually held 
for three hours in the evening 
and cover a wide range of study. 
At the Robert Packer Hospital ^ 
in Sayre, a course in x-ray 
therapy is being offered. In 
Towanda, a course in day care 
imining is being offered as well 
as a couive in land use planning. 
In Cx>udersFK)rt, a course in 
criminal procedure is being 
of fered. A complete list of course 
offerings can be obtained at the 
C>)ntinuing Education ofifice, 
G-16 South Hall. 

Dr. Beisel also stated that this 
year's registrati(mJias^shown4Mi^^^ 
intTease of 62 enrollments. As 
an example -of the increasing 
interest in , Continuing 
Education, Dr. B^lisel stated that 
lor a' roiirse^n 'school law being 
held in Coudersport and 
Wysl using 91 persons showed 
up the first night, 112 persons 
are now enrolled in that course. 

Dr. Beisel was especially 
pleased with the 170 cour^> 
registrations at Sayre for classes 
held in conjunctionwith Robert 
Patker Hospital.

SThe Commonwealth 
Association of Students, the 
representative lobbying voice of 
Pennsylvania's state college 
students, is now in the process of 
incorporating.

recently applied for tax-exempt 
status as a non-profit 
-4!ducational organization. 

"Legislators are looking for 
student opinion and we (CAS) 
are there to give it to them, " said 
Joe Olimpi, Mansfield's SGA 
president.

"That's basically/ our 
purpose, to lobby for or against 
legislation that pertains to 
educatidn." said Olifnpi. "We 
hold open, monthly meetings at 
the different colleges, die inore. 
that come the hseiier." •

Faculty to investigate computer center 



Beraruse of many complaintjs 
about the Computer Service 
Center, a faculty wmmittee has 
decided to investij^te many 
problems concerning this area. 

According to Dr. Paul 
0*Rourke, who initiated the 
idea, the committee will be 
detrrmining just what 
complaints are justified and 
how the probl^s might be 
v)lved. "We'flre not imptyihg. 
that the centerls doing wrong, ' 
he Slated. 

• Concerning the reasfms for 
implemeniim^ an investigation 
f>fMhis nature.Dr. ORourke 
explainetl that nrany teachers 
were concerned that* 
retrenchment issues were being 
decided by -Uie completer. 



It is felt by many that a grxxl 
teacher with low class 
enrollment will be retrenched 
before a teacher who has a large 
enrollment. Dr. O' Rourke stated* 
that this is a (|uantificatfon of 
education with no regard to 
quality of teachirig. He 
specifically mehtion(^ Art 101 
as an example ot a fxjjjular 
course whic h may not reflect a 

"better educational quality than a 
lower enrollment English c laims. 

One ol the thiiVgs thathas also 
cc»ni erned many teachers is that 
theC>»mputer Ser\ iceCeifIek" ha** 
doubled its employment in the 
last eight years while the faculty 
has lx*en cut back. In 19b8 seven 

jierscms wtfre employed by the 
c enter and in 197.H there were 16 



employees. Naturally, the 
services ollered by the center 
have also increased 
I>roiK>t(ionally.

Traffic regulations revised 



The campus Traffic Rules 
and Regulations have been 
revised according to 
Pennsylvania Act 534, The 
Crimes Code of 1972. Basically 
only, minor changes have 
resuifed under this act and the 
ibles of the Traffic Committee 
and the 1 raf f ic Court remain the 
same. The principal difference, 
howeva-, is that failure to pay a 
fine within the prescribed time 
limits will result in a citation 
filed with a district magistrate. 

Members of Traffic 
Gpmmittee and Traffic Court 
are appointed by the various 



constituencies on pajsipus, 
namely, the l^d^lAty Coundl, 
the Student Government 
Association, and the Non- 
Instructional Council. An 
adminisUBtive r^iiesetttiltive'is 
appointed for eoorditiatitm 
purposes. 

Individuals receiving 
citations are advised that they 
have a right to appeal. A written 
disposition of app^s that come 
before the court is fflaintainol 
and is a matter of record. 
Qualified police officers 
commissioned^ by the 
Commonwealth issue all 



citations. 

The TtaffieAppel late process 
and appeal procedure was 
developed arqtmd a model of 
self -governance. It* is bsoed on 
the premise that the collective 
judgment of a representative 
body of peers would insure the 
fairest ol hearings. Uniter the 
Crimes Code, however, the 
individual can still appeal a 
citation through the Civil 
Gcwl r t.

Dr. Paskvan'- came to 
Mansfield in the fall of 1 968 and 
since then has .taught such 
courses as English, History, 12th 
and 1 8th century Ij^uropean 
History, the Fremh Revolution, 
and I'udor-Stewart English 
History.

When asked a bou t his firsL 
impressions o{ the department 
he said he had "no impression" 
becau.se the history department 
iiad just been formed.

considered for early admission, 
the college rnust receive a letter 
of recommendation from either 
the high schoor principal or a 
counselor, along with parental 
permission and a school board 
recxmimendation. 

MSG has accepted a f^w sudi 
students beginning last spring, 
and according to Mr. L.unn of 
the Admissions Office, the- 
results have been encouraging. 
These students, he explained, 
are mostly from local schoots 
and can dther commute or live 
cm campus, just Uke aiiy othor 
matriculation student. After 
"successful completion of the 



freshman year" they receive 
their high scfaodl diplomas, as 
well as college credits. 

Mr. Lunn, although 
encouraged so far with ^he 
success of the sttidents, is 
reluctant io see this develop into 
a trend to reduce the general 
college age tor seyoral x^ions.

I he 
editorial lK>ard feels that if a person feels strongly enough about 
an issue to exprjiss himself in print then he should have the 
courage to sign his name. A name can be withheld under unusual 
circumstances, however, but we must know who has written the 
letter. All letters are kept on file for one year. ' 
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To whom it may concern: 

It seems that a certain 
Flashlight sportswriter 
obviously failed to do his 
homework before tackling the 
assignment of writing about 
women's athletics at Mansfield* 
State 'College. 

Title 9, a bill which will give 
women „ equality^Jm -athletic 
budgets and facilities is 
mentioned in the article. The 
writer claims that this piece of 
legislation will finally "shed 
some light" on such_ 
inconsistencies as the budget for 
sports at MSC ." L ater on^njhe 
article the. writer refers to this 
inconsistency as "equality at its 
chauvinistic peak." 

Some legwork and research on 
the witter^ part would have 
resulted in a more accurate 
article. Women's athletics 
received no cuts in their, 74-75 
budget requests. Their requnts 
were only altered so that they 
would be in compliance with all 
SGA expenditure regulations. 
For instance women's athletic^ 
rw]uested $4 for one evening 
meal for each athlete. I'his was 
reduced to 13.75 per person 
because |3^75» according to SGA ' 
expenditure regulations is the 
maximum allowance for an 
evening meal. This is certainly 



not chauvinistic since these 

expenditure regulations are 
applied to every SGA budgeted 
organizadon and not only to 
womb's athletics. ' 

A request by the women's 
swim team to attend a post- 
seasoh regional tournament was 
also , denied. Again this is 
because of SGA Committee of 
Financ-es policy. It is policy to 
pay for post-season play if the 
athletic team^ should qualify.^ 
Since there is no way of 
determining right now if the 
swirn team will qualify for the 
tournament, the request - was 
denied. No athletic team has 
ever been' denied the honor of 
attending post-Seaaon play due 
to a budgetary problem. SGA 
Committee of Finances has in 
the ptast paid bills which were 
the. result of an MSC athletic, 
team being good 'enough to 
enter post -season play: 

SGA Committee of Finances 
alsa denied a request from the 
field hockey team to buy varsity 
letters. Again this is due to 
Ojmmittee of Finance p>olicy. 

The policy states that no 
Activities Fee money will be 
used to purchase prizes or 
trophies. All cuft made in 
women's athleucs were due to 
policy. The women's athletic 
program was not arbitrarily cut.

Comn^ittee of Finances ^ 
conside^ policy and a limited 
budget when it made all 
budgets.

All things considered, the 
calling of SGA Committee of 
Finances "chauvinistic" is not 
justified. 

The writer also states that the 
administration doesn't know if 
women's athletics are a* 
worthwhile investment The 
term "administradon" usually ■ 
refers to the college president, 
vice-presidents, tBt deans, etc. 
Perhaps^ imt^ doesn't even 
know that the administration 
doesn't fund athletics. Anyone 
tvho reads The Flashlight or 
who does some research knows 
quite well that the Student 
Government Association's 
Committee of Finances budgets 
athletics. ..and lots of other 
things. - 

A little research on a topic 
would make letters like this 
tmni^essary.

Many 
analysts concluded that these 
strikes made a violent overthrow 
^ the AUende government » 
inevitable. A fact which I am 
sure was not lost on the CIA. 

Now supposedly we are a law 
abiding government. We 
recognized Mr. Allendes 
government as the rightful and 
legal government. Yet here we 
have conclusive proof that U.S. 
tax dollars went to support 
activities that led to the 
overthrow of Mr. AUende's 
government. Not only that but 
ouf dollars went to put fo(od on 
the tables of many Chilean 
. strikers in order to keep them 
going long enotigh to be 
effective against the AUende 
government. 

I find it deplorable that our 
tax money went to support 
people oh strike; We don't feed 
the members of the AFL-CIO 
when they go on strike. How can 
we justify feeding some other 
country's strikers? But this issue 
goes much deeper than that. 

True, Mr. Allejide's 
government may not have been 
the best one to come down the 
pike, but that doesn't give us the 
right to act as judge, jury and 
executtoner. And that is exactly 
what we did in this case. No 
wonder South Americans 
scream, "Yankee Go Home." I 
would too. It is worthwhile to 
note here that the AUende 
government was duly elected by 
the people of Chile. 

Several large copper concerns 
and 'dther industries were

It is in^nresdng to 
speculate whether or not this 
fact had anything to do with the 
CIA's acuon in Chile. Was big 
busiiMM thebi^u for oiff foreign 
jjoUcy^ Was pur own 
government that self-serving 
and corrupt diat the affairs of 
big business overrode human 
rights and dignity and the right 
of self-detern^tTfa^(m of other 
countries? 

Although this is only mere 
speculation on my part, certain 
instances from the past will be 
instructivf *to us now. In the 
case of Daniel EUsberg, the 
governmerft flagrantly violated 
the consututional rights of a 
United States duz^.' The 
Watergate break*in also 
illustrate this point. 

President Ford should have 
condemned these actions as soon 
as he had die chance, instead o^ 
trying to v^hitewash the CIA'» 
actions. In an attempt to justify 
such covert and subversive 
activiues President Ford stated 
that Communist governments 
did the same thing and that 
other countries did too. Do two 
wrongs make a right? If other 
countries resort to international 
gangsterism, should we also? 

President Ford has gone a 
long way to make our 
government respectable and the 
office of die Presidency an office 
of integrity. But 1 disagree with 
his attempt to justify the CIA's 
actions. Perhaps President Ford 
would not have initiated and 
condoned such an action had he 
been President during this 
period. I hope not.

Of what 
value is a college education in 
today's tight job market? 
Students are taking hours on 
hours of required courses, 
presumably preparing 
themselves for a profession, only 
to end up with a job a high 
school drop-out could have 
handled. 

M.S.C. should re-evaluafe 
itself fn terms of the present job 
market and adjust its academic 
program accordingly. Merely 
shifting the emphasis from a 
closed to an open field will not 
be e^iough. I his would only 
create , surpluses in other 
professions. 

The change in our academic 
program should be mu(h more 
radical and much more 
profound. It " ^ay ev^*^ *'!5l"***^' 
" dismantling the "rifi^TtlT 
prr)lcssif)nal oriented ma)f>r and 
developing a ' more flexible 
program Which would reflect 



the uncertain job market and 
benefit all students regardless 
of what they do after graduation. 

Such _ji program would 
emphasize the most basic 
elements of a college education: 
learning how to grasp the main 
ideas in a book, to write clearly 
and effectively, and to be able tp 
communicate within a grou^. 

MSG students* abittty tt 
mastering basic skiUs such as 
written expression is 
considerably lacking. When 
applying for a job, sortie 
students have iia4 difficulty 
writing a simple letter of 
inquiry. Ihis is a devastating 
blow to die image of the college. 
' The teaching of these skills is 
usually confined to the 
Freshman Composition and 
Speech courses. Rarch^ do 
students*^ experience coffective 
speech and writing beyond the 
freshman year. Presently our 
courses arc too lecture-orienied. 
. They must be structured to 
allow students the opportunity 
lo express their own ideas in 
both/writ^ and oral fashion.

The new pass-fail policy has 
caused mudh controversy and 
confusion among students, 
mostly because no one seems to 
know exactly what the. revised 
policy says. It is the result of a 
motion brought to the fkx^ by 
the Academic Standards 

, Committee of Faculty Council. 
"The decision was not made 
ovafnight," says Mr. William 
Wanich, who is in charge of 
. enforcing the new policy. It was 

' apparently debated for soine 
mi^ildb b^re ^e motion iN*as 
passed. 

The minutes from the April 4, 
1974 meeting of Faculty Council 
read as follows: 

Proposal for Pass-Fail 

1. Eight courses may be 
taken under pass- fail option 
over the total fc>ur years. A 

. student may take no more than 
one course pass-fail eadl 
sonester. (unchanged from 
present fxjlicy) : 

2. No 100 or 200 level 
courses taken in fullfillm,ent of 
cote or general educsKion 
requireinenis may be taken pass^ 
fail. 

3. Any 1 00 or 200 level course 
may be taken for pass^fail but 
they will be counted as hec 
electives only. 

4. information that any 100 
or 200 level course taken pass- 
fail will count only as a free 
elective should be included on 
^he pass-fail option card. 

5. CDurses requited by ihe 
major department may only^be 
included in the pass-fail option 
at the discretion of the 
de^sartment. ' 



6. Pass grades will be D or 
better and 3 failures under the 
option will constitute loss of the 
option. Pass-fail courses arc not 
reflected in the quality point 
average of the student, but will 
be cQunted as orectiu earned if a 
passing grade u received. The 
student has a two week period at 
the beginnuig of the semester to 
elect to take a course pass-f^il. 
He may notchang^ iits pass-fail 
option to a letter grade or select 
the pass-fail oi>tion after the two 
week period has passed^ 

The only points that are 
different from the former fxjiicy 
are nuunbers 2,3, and 4 above. 

Taking a course pass-fail now 
may cause problems forstiHlents 
y/ho want to go on to -graduate 
school. Usually a specific letter 
grade is, required to judge 
whether a « graduate school 
' applicant will be accepted or 
not. The student then must 
contact his professor to find out 
what grade thiLP on his feport 
xaid repreMnis. The professor 
may have left Mansfield or may 
not have a record of the student's

Mr. Wanidi said the number 

of students taking courses pass- 
fail has dropped from 700-800 
last semester to less than ISOUlts 
semester. He attribute! this drop 
to the revised jxjlicy, and his 
feeling that "students are 
Winking more for a grade now, 
not }i»t a pass (k- foil. ' '

Priie in 1973 for their ooveragii: 
of the Watergate scandalsmUSur 
Washington Post. 

After loosening his tie, Carl 
Bernstein continued to speak 
with his deep Virginia accent. 
His' shirt sleevtK were slightly 
, tolled Up. 'Tliere waKT rioth^^ 
extraordinary in what we did," 
he said. "It was just basic 
reporting and a lot of legwork. " 

Bernstein said they had .no 
high level sources in 
Washington from which to 
obtain infonnation. Instead, 
they talked to low-level people 
sucii as fiie clerks and typists 
until they built up a large 
number of sources. 



Bernstein also spoke of the 
lessons of Watergate with 
re^3iect' to the press. "We can't 
cover the President in an exalted 
capacity," he said. "We have to 
start subjecting the Presidency 
to the same type of scrutiny as a 
fire or a city coundl meeting. 
We have to start going back to 
the old-fashioned elements of 
reporting such as legwcark." 

Bernstein condemned. 
President Ford's pardon of 
Richard Nixon. "It will now be 
hardei' to get at truth of 
Watorg^te," he said. Bemsiein 
said that he was not concerned 
with Mr. Nixon going to jail, 
but with the truth. According to 
Berns&in, President J'ord's^ 
pardoning of Mr. Nixon may 
make it impossible to know, if 
tiwre are any "iin^sclosed 
bombshells."^ 



Bernstein defended the 

conduct of the press as the 
Watergate story unraveled. 
"TJie press shbwed remarkable 
restraint and remarkable respect 
:or the civil liberties of all 
involved - including the former 
President of the United States." 



. ,C^I Sanstein started with 
the Washington 4*ost in 1966 at 
the age of 22. Today, he is 
regarded as the nation's 
foremost investigative 
journalist.

Tire ^ Pell n St t Villi HE 
Department of Public 
Education has awarded a 
122.000 grant to assist in the 
pro|fictr tHe "^wnation of a 
cooperative Rural Studies 
Program. 

The program is believed to be 
the first in the nation in which 
rural society will be studied by. 
undergraduates- from a liberal 
arts . point of view through 
cdoperation. acoong ievapal 
institudcms. 

A si^ificant aspect of the 
program will beoff>campus, on- 
site studies by students, who Will 
meet and work with local leaders 
of all segments of rural society in 
the area. Students in the 
prt>gram can stilly at any of the 
dght schools. 

Receipt of tht • . grant 



was announced by "Dr. 
Gustave W. Weber, president of 
Susquehanna Universtiy aiMl 
chairman of the Council of 
College Presidents for the 
Central Susquehanna Region. 
He also st«ed Chat George W. 
Fasic, director of plahning and 
community development for the 
Institute for Regional Af^irs at 
Bucknell, would serve lu 
coordinator of the program. 

Dr. Michael S. Pincus, Dean 
of Arts and SciencesX at 
Mansfield, has served as \the 
college's representative in 
development of cooperative 
programs. "The grant from the 
sute for the 4evelo|mkent of the 
- Rtaral^ Studies^ prqgram should 
serve ias the impetus for other 
cooperative .ventures," Dean 
Pincus said. "We can fcaresee 
^vastly expanded programs 
among the colleges without the 
dupUcation of faculty and other 
resources tHat separate 
programs iMOuldrequire." Dean 
Pincus also noted that an 




additional result of the Rural 
Studies' catalog of . resources 
cbulcf be a-mastar* plan ^6r < 
higher education f<H- the region. 
"The possibility of joint 
programs among the 
insti^tions in the fregion, 
including public ana (n-ivate 
colleges, community coll^g^s, 
ai^l universities, is an exciting 
^lallenge. Sudi programs can 
bring very valuable projecttTtto 
' the Northern Tier region." 

The program, which will get 
unftorway this fall with the 
ultimate goal of studying all 
ispects of rural life, is a pilot 
venture which will be used to 
' help determine the ability ol the 
eight insiitutions to vrork 
together on similar projects. . 
The program is designed to 
bring sttidenls, iaculty members 
and jural reidents together to 
identify and solve problems' 
peculiar. to rural areas. 

Describtng the need' tor di« 
program, its sponsors have.

State Senate Bill 1743, known 
as the Pennsylvania 
Commonwealth University Act, 
is currently being debated in the 
state legislature. This bill 
provides for the enactment of a 
Pennsylvania Commonwealth 
University of which Mansfield 
would be a part, along with the 
14 other state colleges and 
imiversity. 

This would mean that our 
diplomas would no longer read 
"Mansfield State College." but 
instead . woultf read 
"Pennsylvania Commonwealth 
University at Mansfield." 

The purpose of ihis 
consolidation of the sme 
colleges into the Pennsylvania 
Commonwealth University 
(PCU) ts to provide "high 
quality educaticMi at the lowest 
possible cost to the students." 
All institutions comprising 
PCU will continue to be under 
the exclusive ownership and 
-absolute control of the 
Commonwealth. 1 he operating 
expenses for the institution will 
conunue to be consider^ 
ordinary expenses of the 
government which requires 
jw ily m mi <)orit y vote nf bftth 



proposed Pennsylvania 
Commonwealth University 
would be a Board of Regents. 

The Board of Regmts would 
appoint a Chancellor to serve as 
chief executive of the 
Pennsylvania Commonwealth 
University. The Chancellor 
would advise the IBoard as 
regards to policies and shall see 
to it that the Board's fxilicies are 



houses of the General Assembly 
for appropriations.

ITus Board of Regenu would 
review, amend and submit the 
budget requirements of each 
PCU caif^tus and present th* 
annual budget to the state for 
approval.

As stated, 
Kfansfield has been designated 
as the "Experimental College " 
that means "experim^ting 
within the traditional system." 
Last year a Bachelor of Arts 
program in General Shidies wa» 
initiated into Maiufield'sckgree 
programs. The purpose was to 
enable a student to design his 
own major according to his 
personal interest and needs. 

Another .program still being 
planned and studied at MSC is a 



degree iii Foreign Languages. A 
student will be able to earn 
either a B.A. or a B.S. in this 
field after an extensive study in 
no )^ than two f<»«ign 
languages. Hie goal here is to 
better qualify hinfi for an ever 
changing and growing job 
market. > 

Mr. Morgan also rehited his 
thoughts about the lacking 
ability of MSC students in 
mastering basic skills such as 
written exixosion. Again, th^ 
ideas are not unique. TheCareer 
Planning and Placement office 
will be sponsorifig a series of six 
progfanis spedl^calfy aimed at 
helping students apply for jobs. 
The first of the programs wiH 
take place on October 10, 1974 at 
1 p.m. in the Allen Hall 
auditorium. On October 24th 
the second program offered is 
entitled: **lJit^er Writing 
Techniques Inquiries- 
Applications-Resume- Follow- 
ups." A complete schedule can . 
be found in the Peer Adi^iag 
Office or the Placement OtSxx, 
and heard on the radio. 

I agree that tha^ are many 
iimomive pit^;nuns that could 
be introduced into this college, 
but I am also aware that such 
programs are being developed 
and only with thec<x^>etation M 
students, faculty, and 
administrators can they be 
successfully carried out.

The Government and Politics 
Department of Mansfield State 
is in a state of rapid change. The 
department is headed by Mr. 
Robert Murphy and offers 
courses of study in Political 
Science and Criminal Jiistice 
Administrttion. At M wxnt 
department meeting three 
student representatives were 
chosen by vote. The three 
"repiMmftti^ »re John 
Butcher, Don Lapinski, ami 
Carl Matterson. The purpose of 
the student representatives is to 
serve as liasons between fiKTulty, 
administration^ and students 
within the department of 
Government and Politics. In 
addition, the^ "*ttfdent 
re]»esentative$ will be working 
with the faculty and the 
administration to initiate new 
programs anddei^ offerii^. 

On September 26th there was 
a meeting of the student 
members of the department. 
Two propotab were made ai the 
September 25th faculty meeting. 
These proposals are an effort to 
change die structtue of the 
government and po1i|ics 
department and to initiate new 
degrees. One new pik>posal is a 
program of Public 
Administration. %weializati<^ 
is the direction all segments of , 
education are moving. A 
general degree in government or 
poHiica is not as advantageous 
as a degree geared specifically 
for public administration. In 
the ' curriculum of public 



administration |pciology, 
anthropology, and psychology^ 
are reqiiii#t coinii^. Piibfic 
a^ninisiratioQ i« a repidly 
expanding field with 
opportunities in public 
planning* finance,- '^personnel, * 
and related areas. 

The second proposal is to 
have, a separiate degiree m 
Criminal justice 
Administration to fulfill aredit. 
The question of whether or not 
to continue practicums, drop 
practicums, or make practicums 
mandatory has not been resolved 
as far as this proposal extends. 
To counteract any rumors to the 
bontrary, praiiicaAis will be 
allowed during summer sessions 
as has been the policy., 

President Park, Darton, and 
Dean Pincus have Migg^ a 
plan whereby the students of the 
government . and politics 
department can write a student 
proposal and-or a critique of the 
faculty profXKal. They have 
agreed to review the proposal 
and-or critique aind give it as 
mudi support as possible. They 
have also suggested that 
students write an appraisal of 
the existing department which 
eill be conttdend w^in ih?. 
departmqrit. 

Professor William Hewitt, 
who teaches law enforcement 
and corrections courses, is 
leaving Mansfield State at the 
end of this semester. A successor 
is being sought to teach the 
courses Professor Hewitt has 
been conduction. Student 
representatives are aiding the 
investigative commi ttee to f inda 
replacement and will have a 
deciding vote in who is

First of all, the state colleges 
are in desperate need of funds. 
The state seems to be slowly 
cutting us off. T^is bill wbukl 
alleviate this monetary pressure 
by consolidating the state 
coUegei into one_ collective 
tMtfgatning power. . 

. In New York sute a similar 
situation exisu for the slate 
institutions that is being 
proposed for our own. I have 



personally been to some of these 
institutions and there seems to 
be enotigh money bethg 
ai^pifopriated for higher 
Education in that state. The 
St^ite University of New Ydrk 
(S0NY) campuses seem to be 
utinif modem and well kept. 
Secondly, with all due respect to 
Mansfield State College, a 
degree which jreads 
"Pennsylvania Commonwealth 
Univehity at Mansfield" would 
seem to me to carry more weight 
with than simfdy "Mansfiekl 
State Gbll^^. Although under 
the ^ Pennsylvania 
Commonwealth University 
<PCU) tli quaHty oi educatkM 
will be the same, but the name 
will mean more. For some 
unknown reason people think 
that big sch6ol8 ihte better than 
small schools.

Thirdly, because all of the 
state colleges %viH be under the 
same name, transferring from 
one to the other should be easier. 
This act would allow students 
Wi aajuktj from one state 
mi^luicMl ^ another without 
getting the usual static about 
which courses they will accept 
and whidi they won't.

Committee , on General 

Eduration, MSC for the very 




first time has a rationale 
statement to define its general 
education program. The 
rationale, which was apfproved 
by the Faculty Council last 
spring, is a watered-down 
version of a statement originally 
submitted^ by Dean Pincus aitd 
company. 

AcccMfding to the rationale 
statement. "General Education 
at MSC should (1 ) lead students 
to an awareness of the world and 
to self -discovery through an 
undersunding of tradition and 
of interpersonal relationships; 
(2) confront them with " the 
persistant issues facing 
mankind; (3) develop in them a 
realization of the inter- 
connectedness and application 
of knowledge; (4) and create an 
awareness that values are 
deterininers in dictt^PS choice 
in iife and cotts^UfUlly 
influence behavior." 

The key question is whether 
or not the jfwesent Model V 
Program fits the new rationale 
statement. In all probability, 
the newly fc»rmed *Acadehiic 
Affairs Coimmitiewill discoid 



that it does not; but whether they 
will elect to completely 
dismantle the prognun or settle 
for a few modifications reiii|te8 / 
to be seen. 

Does Model V fit the rationale 
statement? Indeed, it is a wide 
Op^n' qtufstion since th«> 
statement itself is open to a 
number of interpreutions. The 
Academic Affajun Committee 
could debate over how to "lead 
students to an awareness of the 
world and to self-discovery 
through an understanding of 
tradition and of interper|K>nal 
relationships" forever. The 
rationale sutement is too 
geneial to kt applied to a 
specific program. 

If the Academic Affairs 
Committee is going to get 
any whore, it shoiUd start out by 
defining at specifically as 
possible what the rationale 
statement actually means. The 
final result will be a 
conglomeration of sul)tle 
agreements that will, hopefully, 
be meaningful to the student

This year Holyfield begins 
traching drama at asdtool in his' 
hbme^ Town of Hartford, 
England. He is a recent 
graduate of Trent College of 
Education m London. ^ 

As a drama teacher, he plans 
to teach drama as he studied it in 
his own college classes. The 
students created plays around 
real-life sitijii^ions. In these 
spontaneous glai^, the students, 
he says, discmfCred eternal 
themes which Ihey were -then 
able to relate to familiar great 
drainas. Holyfield discussed his 
view of drania educadon before 
a Mansfi^ Slate College class 
i n the history and philoscqsjby of 
educaticm. 

Whife he . ivas here, James 
Holyfield noticed with interest 
various differences between 
American and British attitudes 
toward educadon. In England, 
he said, Nlucaticm is a goal for its 
own sake, while in America, he 
found, students often lcx>k at 
education in terms of job 
(^portunity. 

His own college experience 
involved a highly 
individualized, inteir- 
disciplinary fcxm of learning. 
He commented also that 
students play a larger role in 
England in formulating 
education polici^ than Aey do 
in the United States. 

The young English man 
found his acquaintance widi 
U.S. current events to be 
exciting and valuable. His most 
treasured possessions from his 



visit are newspaper clippings 
about the Wateigate scandals. 

He saved many copies of news 
stories about President Nixon's 
resignation. " 

Someday James Holyfield 
hopes to live-in New York City.

Library stayftig within budget 



Though the library has 
mcMiey |H-oblems like everyone 
else, there will be no major 
change in the services it will 
offer this year. According to Mr. 
Simonis, they will be buying 
fewer books but ihere will be 
"no major cuts" in periooKods 

The library shares 5 per cent 
of the college budget with 
"diaaretionary purchases, ' ' such 
as teachii^ iiiqs^l^/cha^ 
stationary, equipment, 
furniture, and food for home 
feconomics courses. Mr. Simonis 
said they Will receive 1120,000 
this year. Last year they receive 
10 per cent less, but a |70,000 



supplemental appropriaticMi 
brought their total funds up to 
$190,000. The staff is hoping for 
another appropriation this year. 

Mr. Simonis cites the present 
inflation situation, rising utility 
costs, lowered eitf^lftitfH» and 
salary increases as reasons for 
the lack of funds. He mentioned 
that all departments were 

. affected by these factors. 

Only 2.300 volumes will be 
added to the library this year; 

» usually 15,000 books are added. 
Of the allotted 1120,000. 
$107,000 will be spent on «ew 
materials. I'here is a 119,000 
standing order for reference 



books and annual puUications; 
of this, 113,000 has been spent 
on books already. This leaves 
16,000 for bodkrfi)r the lialance 
of the year. 

Mr. Simonis^id he hin made 
plans with department hea^ to 
reevaluate the current 
periodicals. Using the 
departmental suggestions, 
subscriptions to periodicals 
which are no longer relevant to 
courses can be cancelled. 

Hopefully^ a supplemental 
approfM-iation will be granted 
this year. In the meantime, the 
library appears to be playing it 
safe and staying *wul^ t£i'

The student govemment at 
Penn State has voted to imp^ch 
its president, George Cernusca. 
Debate at the university has 
involi^e^ tape rec6rdings, 
ignored subpoeiias, and judicial

The senate voted 15-H to 
initiate removal proceedings 
a^nst Cernusca, the first such 
action in the university's 
history. 

Cernusca, a 21'-year-old 
biological liealth major from 
Shenandoah was charged with 
breaking a contract for the 
studqit health plan with one 



company and turning it over to 
another. 

A two-thirds vote is necessary 
to remove Cernusca within three 
weeks. Both the 35-member 
senate and the 40-&eaf^cademic 
assembly must vote. 

Cernusca claimed that the 
first; TiSsurance firm 
misrepresented and 
tried to bribe him. A Centre 
County court ruling later found 
the dNi^ict biriding. 
* Impeachment was brought up 
after Cernusca refused to turn 
over a tape recording which was 
subpoenad by an investigatory 
committee.

On the non-Greek side, a better spirit of cooperation could 
be adiieved if non-Greeks would niake an attempt to get to 
know more Greeks as individuals.

This, in turn, 
causes a general inflauqnary 
trend in prices which ultimately 
affect the food prices Americans 
pay. Why should the U.S. not 
pass the higher prices along to 
the Arabs who ci»«ilirty tttMl^ 
money to pay. 

I personally feel that a ten cent 
per gallon tax on gasoline, as 
distasteful as it may be, would be 
the quickest route to a reduction 
in oil use by the American 
public. It would produce greater 
use of car pools, n»ass 
transportation, and smaller, 
more economical cars. It would 
also produce about $11 billion 
in revenue for the federal 
government to spend on 
research for other types of energy 
and mass uransportadon. It 
could also be spent on aid 4lo 
starvation bound countries who 
don't have money for food.

' * economically stable and that 
requim determined action.

For the past several years this 
country has been on a toboggan 
plide toward economic' 
recession. Indeed, some 
economists argue that we are 
already in the midst of a 
rq(xs8ion,ln dtsagfcenient wi th 
go^wrnment statements to the 




contrary. However, with the 
disdosure of President Ford's 
anti-inflation econdmic 
proposals the light at the end of 
the- tunnel can finally be s^n. 

a needed shot in the arm for this 
country's sagging economy, 
tlowever, the anti-inflation 
plan has ccftain drawbacks and 
it does ignore certain spedfie 
causes of inflation. In other 
MMDrds, President Ford's 5 
percent oii^-year tax surcharge is 
basically good but the cutoff 
level of 115,000 for couples and 
17,^00 for iniHvidtialt is much 
too low. A tax at this level of 
income will only serve to drive 
labor wsige demand upwards. 



Labor has already contributed 
its share to .the current 
inflationary problem; we 
certainly don't need any more 
aggravation from that segment 
of the population.. . 

Also included in "President 
Ford's economir proposals is an 
inaease in the investment tax 
:<7edtt Irow 7 peroint to^ 10^ 
percent. This would reduce 
corporate taxes by |2.8 billion 
over 18 months. This will 
certiiidy belp^ tOk^ stimulaii 
business investmeidub and 
thereby create more jobs. It 
could also serve to keep more 
money within the^ country, a 
needed measure to Isoinbat 
inflation. 

Money would, also be 
provided under the plan Cor the 
building of about 100,000 homes 
to help stimulate the housing 
industry, >vhich will also 
increase Jdbs^imd^sefve to get 
money flowing in this area of 
the ecomony once again. The 
employment problem would be 
attack^ directly through a two- 
fold plan to extend 
unemployment insurance 
benefits an extra 1 3 weeks and to 
make availalUe public service 
jobs whenever employment 
rata ipse above 6 percent withiii 
a^liQc^g^nipNcttrea. The nationaf 
tmemploymait ratejs currendy 
5.8. percent and expected to 
inaease. These (M-oposals will 
direptly affect the jobless, who 
fed the pindi of inflaUqn more 
than any other American group. 
. Other proposab in Ford's 
pnspoied economic plan call for 



inoeased enforcement of anti- 
trust laws, removing acreage 

requirements on crops to enable 
farmers to produce to full 
capadty. Steps aimed at niaking ' 
the U.SL. energy independent 
are also part of President Fcnrd's 
economic batUe plan. 

^Theie are, however, several 
tiNtngs ihat Ford's plan does not 
cover. First Of all President Ford 
failed to include any controls on . 
the wage-price spiral. The 
exdusion of wage-«price controls 
could ' conceivably undermine 
much of President Fold's anti- 
inflation campaign dliould 
things get out.of hand. 

Another large oversight in 
President Ford's economic 
proposals is bis ii^lect to 
curtail military spencttng. The 
flOO billion now being' spent 
yearly by the Pentagon 
CO n t rib o t e s no t4rt n g to. 
consumer goods and* services, 
and it drains needed talent out of 
d vilian production capaci ties 
and into non-consumer oriented 
c^paddes. Military spending 
has contribute heavily to the 
deaease of the standard of living 
Of millions of Aniericans-and 
towards increasing inflationary 
trends. 

In summary, although 
TP^resi4ent Ford's anti- 
inflatiooary plan is Jacking in 
some aspects, it does show the 
display of leadership needed to 
lead this country out of 
economic problems that Nixon 
never showed. It is a step in the 
right direction, a small step to be 
sure, JMit at least now m^mt 
movifig.- '

dianiptrars, in spite "of jAe 
moving pace (so important for a 
plaiy of this length),^ diis 
Shakespeare-ldver was 
^^iiaustcd, i-ailier than 
exhilarated by last night's 
perfqrmance. Were my 
expectations too high 'therefore 
^preven^ng me from Ming 
moved? This question in mind, 
I offer these obsavations with 9 
feeling of ambivalence.

" perlonnance. lorn Charvat has 
ttie lensititity to make a true 
JlomeD, but seemed- a bit too 
subdued in the lyric passages. 
Although having 



unmistakingly the mark of a 
versatile and promising actress, 
biaiK Shaffer has voice- 
problem in the Juliet-rote: 
charming by boyancy and 
youthful innocence, her voice 
needs to deepen to be warm even 
when expressing strong fedings 
of grief. To my liking, the 
tender balcony scene should 
have been more thoughtful in 
order to aviod^ikipping over a 
highlight ^ Sjt»*^^iearcan:

As long as I have copae to 
langiiii^iIsh<^dnotethai<tlie 
production avoided one of the 
major pitfalls of Shakespearean 
performances: an outburst 
delivtsranoe where the rhythms 
of the lines stifleclarity, "Wisely 
and slow; they stumble that run 
fast." Kim Motte^, as Capulet, 
demonstrated precision and 
power in his rebuke to Juliet 
without sacrificing any jpf the 
^akespearean ovenones. JThu 
was the youngest Motter 
M&nsfiekt has seen. 

That first chilling laugh of 
itlie Nufte, Kim Rodriguez, took- 
me back to last Spring amhthc 
-Good Woman oJSetzMian.Andsa 
the Nurse she was as^ garrulous 
and bawdy as I had hoped, but 
all too -often iKr presence 
threatened to overwhelm rather 
delicate mornent. In passing, I 
mention that Capulet 's servant 
Peter, Anthony Ronuino, was 
patheucally clever; however, I 
wonder if he will survive the 
physical abuse of a long run. 



Romeo, Tom Charvat, and 
Juliet, Diane Shaffer, turned in 
fine lead performances. As star- 
crossed lovers they portrayed 
amorous zest with a lurking 
awareness of their doom. I - 
would single out the tomb scene 
as their major achievement, but 
Juliet's vial speech was worthy 
of individual hote; it displayed a 
fine range of emodon and 
howed us capabilities beyond 
the anknated glow of vitality 
which she pwojects so well. Tom 
Charvat is extremely adept in 
creating the tender and pensive 
. momoit. f*m reminiscent of his 
porfoitnance in Private Ear, but 
he lacks the fercxity of rage - 
maybe Frince lial but not a 
Hotspur. I was pleasantly 
surprised at their handling of 
the Balcony scene, so often done 
in a lvw:laieyed manner. What 
was cknorly evident in their 
portrayal was Juliet's maturit)C 
and integrity, and Romeo's 
flirtation with the language of 
-love; Juliet's firm yet tactfia 
rebdkes to Romeo's hyperbote 
esublished one of die play's 
subtle thenies quite nicely. 
Consequently, when Romeo 
employs stark and direct 
language in the tomb scene, we 
are aware that he has finally 
found the integrity and'maturity 
to make him Juliet's equal 
partner in love. , 

According to my sources the 
play is a sell-out which means 
that latecomers must either "hie 
you lo the cell" or raise a hue 
, and cry fcir an extended run. May

Mr. Moore, Athletic Director 
at MSG, is going to retire. Mr. 
Moore came to Mansfieki in 
1962 as head football co^ch. He 
coached for 4 years, until 1963 
when he gave up the position to 
become Athletic Director. He 
has also served as president and 
vice . president of the 
Peniisylv^ia State College 
Athletic Conference and he now 
serves on the executive 
committee. 

Mr. Moore talked about the 
changes in MSC's athletic 
program since he has been here. 
When he first came the only 
-^ursity sports were football, 
basketball, and baseball. 
Wrestling and track were added 
in the 19^-6S season and since 
then, cross country and tennis 
have also been added. Women's 
intercollegiate sports began last 
year with teams in swimming, 
field hockey, and tennis. In the 
. future additional sports such as 
a men's swim team and 
basketball, track, and t^leybalt 
teams for women will be 
included. Mr. Moore feels that 
MSG has . been unable to 
compete with the majority of 



teams due to its geographical 
location and it's lack of 
"programs to attract student 
athletics. Majors such as 
Physical Eduoition, Industrial 
Alts, and Business aren't in 
existence at MSG. Mansfield 
also doesn't have the outside 
financial help to give 
scholarships. As far as 
'budgeting goes, Mr. Moore feels 
the students have been fair, 
however, lack of student 
enrollment has hurt. He also 
says intercollegiate programs 
are in trouble because of 
increswing cosa for equipments 
housing, meals, and 
transporution. The direction 
these ixognons take in the 
future should be decided by the 
students, the administration, 
and the Athletic Department. 

Mr. Moore said that he had 
"enjoyed MSC' and he hope^ 
better programs will grow rather 
tham be ^rtailed here. He 
plans to^tSbve to Englewdod» 
Florida at the end of the semester 
and make his permanent home 
there. His time will probable be 
spent flaying golf^ fuhing, and 
attending sporting events^

According to the information 
that I have assembled, there were 

no direcdves sent down to the 
Head Residents and passed on to 
the Resident As^tant level 
outlining a crackdown in the 
dorms of MSG. Dean Maresco 
stated that the counselor role of 
the RAs is important and that it 
will continue to be emphasiml. 
Currendy, the counseling center 
is providing^ an in-depth 
training prc^ram for the RAs. 
Dean Maresco explicitly staled 
that there were "no directives for 
crackdowns" issued from his 
office. 

Several factors were 
mentioned by Dean Maresco 
that, in my opinion, could 
account for the cur'rent 
atmosphere in the college 
dorms, which seems to be the 
most evident in Maple complex. 

First of all, during 
orientiation it was emphasized 
to the RAs that they should not 



Dean Maresco did state that he 
urges RAs to "deal with 
violations as you become aware 
of them." 

One Head Resident stated 
concerning the idea of a 
crackdown, "I don't see an 
overall crackdown. We're just 
trying to do our job." He also 
said, as did Maresco, that the 
counseling role of the RAs is 
being ^mphsuized more than the 
disciplinary role. However, he 
said the two roles < were 
impossible to separate. 

Hiis same tbsd ' Rtsidem 
stated, "We're not going to go 
looking for anything, but we're 
not going' to turn our back on 
anythii^." 

I personally interviewed four 
RAs and came up with a more 
divided picture. One RA flatly 
stated, "I never saw a notice 
from Maresco's office saying 
that I'd have to be tougher." 
Another RA stated that he 
thought that their was more of a 
positive living atmosphere than 
before and that the duty sheets 
that th^ must fill out are a good 
idea. He .said that the furniture 
iiivcntorv (hcv musi take is also 



According to this source, the 
Board of Trustees felt the RAs 
weren't doing enough lor their 
mbney and that the living 
cmiditions and disciplinary 
actions in the dorm were not 
what they should be. I he Board 
of Trwu f ^ '*»am fijl p r»^f ihf»j_ 
the RAs were doin^ their job. As 
a result the Board of Trustees 
came down hard on the 
Administi^tion to make the RAs 
work more and to improve the 
disciplinary conditions in the 
dorm. The Administration 
complied with the setup so that 
we now have duty sheets, 
furniture inventory and general 
stronger j^nforcement -^of the 
rules. 

When confronted with this 
story another RA said that it was 
possible, but that he had not 
heard anything aboiit it. 

In conclusion, there seems to 
be no hard crackdown in the 
dorms even after considering the 
above story. Ceruiinly there exist 
no directives from Dean 
Maresco's office instructing RAs 
to get tough. However, things 
have changed since last year, and 
things are a little bit stricter but 
not unbearably so. In fact, the 
,new measures probably 
contribute to the betterment of 
dorm life, rather than detract 
from it.

Students have right by law 
to read placement referencei 



..According fo the 
^iennsvl vania Attorney 
GcMhU's Office, the "Right to 
Know" Law Act of June 21, 
1957, P.L. 390 as amended (65 
#. S. 66.1),' establishes the legal 
rigbt &r a student to review his 
placsmcfit folder. 

In layman's language, the 
"Right to Know" Law states 
diat faculty member's references 
are subject to review by the 
student involved. When a 
faculty member writes a student 
reference, he is acting in an 
Official capacity as an employee 
of the Commonwealth and 
thereby invokes the provisions 



Faculty members and 
cobperatifig leachers who wrote 
rdllrences in the belief that they 
would be confidential may 
withdraw any of these references 
by nudtiiig the request in 
writing to the director of 
placement. All parties involved 
in this request Will be notified of 
this withdrawal, including the 
student,' 

To clarify the above 
paragraph and the procedure to 
implement it you should know 
that if the student has rciquested 
the right to see the letters of 
refcrenbe, and the letters <^ 
reference have been sent to a 
prospective «nployer, the law 



specific that the sttident shall 
allowed lo rtiKl his references 

immediately'. 

We suggest that as you write 
references for future students, 
ydu review _ your 
recommendations wi^ ^ 
student prior to forwarding to 
the Placement Office.

JThe college's traffic system, 
previously under the Revenue 
Office, was placed under tK^^ 
Pennsylvania Crimes Ckxteas ctf 
August 1974. "This change 
causes an automatic citation to 
be delivered to the Mansfield 
Borough Justice of the Peace if 
traffic fines are not payed or 
appealed within 72 hoiirs of 
ticketing," said Cole. 

Mr. Cole went on to explain 
that although the regulations 

^call for an immediate referencp 
after 72 hours, the Seourity 
Office usually holds the tickets 
for at least two weeks to "give 
the kids a break." 

Despiie th^l^ that |ines m« 
much less expensive whefi paid 
on campus (thus eliminating an 
$11 per ticket, court cost), some 
s^lidents are still not paying 
them. According to Cole, one 
student owes almost $150 in 
unpaid fines. 

The money collected by 
security, as well as the fines paid 
downtown, come back to the 
college in augmentation, 
supplementing the i^rating 
costs of the school. 

The traffic control at 
Mansfield is composed of two 
bodies, a traffic comniission and 



council (which has the final say) 
while the latter hears, appeals, 
and judges petitioners who teel 
that there _wrte extenuatitlg 
circumstances involved in their, 
ticketing. .'^ " ■ / ^ 



A representative from each 
sector of campus life is 
incorporated in each of these 
two/groupi - administration, 
student, faculty, and non- 
instructional.

Justice program will be dead

Mr. Hewitt will 
be leaving his position in 
January due to what he terined a

Mr. Hewiu suted, "I have no 
axe togrind - I'm leaving. "The 
coordinator ab^ aiid thai his 
"only concern was for the 
students in the program. " 

C^iurrently Mslnsfield State 
Q}>llege has no separate 
department of Criminal Justice 
Administration, this, area of 
specialization 4alls under the 
heading- of the department of 
Government and Politics.

malors, approximately 40 ,per 
cent Of MSC's total enrollment.

According to Mr. Hewitt^.the 
program at MSC has been held 
hack by "petty professional 
jealousy and envy that the 
program was growing." In the 
past two years, although the 
program has expanded 
drasdcally, a corresponding 
staff increase has not been made. 
A(pca!:ding to Dean Van Bibber, 
president of the Criminal 
Justice honor fraternity, there is 
an 85 to 1 student-professor 
ratio. The Oriminal Justia; 
program ranks third on campiii 
in total student majors. 
. With Hewitt's departure the 
department will loselnot only a 
hia^Ji^jOQunselor and 
placement and recruiting 
perscMi. Mr. He>yitt served on 
tJie Presidents Crime 



Commission in 1967 and is 
presently in the prcxiess of 
having a book published on that 
- topic He has also written and 
published nine other books in 
the field as well as 25 articles in 
various journals. 

Currently, Mr. Hewitt is 
serving as a police- 1 ahor 
relations arbitrator for about ^ 8- 
20 police departments. He has 
' also established five Criminal 
Justice programs at odier 
colleges. 

Although Mr. Hewitt is 
leaving, ac<x>rdii)g to Vsun 
Bi bber, ( whols also a member of 
the faculty selection commhtee) 
"not one damn meeting has 
been, set up yet to pick a 
successor,"" ^ 

Mr. Hewitt said that the 
department could have accepted 
- - al tea&i . another 1 50 more 
studmts this year but due to the 
lack of staff they were turned 
down. Students from MSC arc^ 







already transferring to such

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Inflation is main issue on campus

_^ How -many and what kind of - 
voters exist in Tioga County ^ 
What percen^ge of Mansfield 
State College students vote? Are 
they Republican or Democrat? 
•These and other • questions 
relevant to the iipcQming 
election are answered here for 
area voters. 

Of«|he 39,691 persons in 
Tioga County, 16,784 are- 
registered voters. Most of these 
people live in rural areas and 81 
percent have lived in . 
Pennsylvania all of their lives, 
according to county statistics 
collected by the census takers in 
1970. Oijly 48 percent of the men 
and 58 perceiit of the women 
over 25 have graduated from 
high school and few have gon e 
on to college. V 

The average annual income - 
per family in Tioga COTunty is 
$7,725, and 12.5 percent of the 
county's families have an 
income lower than thie Federal 
government's established 
poverty level. The national 
economy and inflation win be a 
big issue for these poor people. 

The County Registrar in 
Wellsboro reported that there 
are 5,127 regeistered Democrats, 
11,311 Republicans, and ^52 
Independents in the county. 
Recent Gallup Polls show that 
Democrats usually have a lower 
voter turnout than Republicans, 
indicating th^t the Republican 
candidates in Tioga County will 
have less to worry about Uian 
those from oth>!r parts of liie: , 
country in what all tig^ point 
to as a democratic vear. 



Intertstingfy, in Mansfield, 
the vote could be easily 
conu^Ued by MSC students if 
they were registered voters. But 
an unprofessional survey of 
randomly picked students 
revealed that 70 porcent 6f the 
eligible'^ students"! jire- not 
registered to vote. Moreover, 
only half of the respondents 
knew 4tsvm a $ii^^le state> 
candidate's name^^ani! some of 
those who knew none of the 
candidates said they would vote, 
anyway. Few students said, that 
they plan to vote and some of 
those who will vote are ignorant 
of the most important issues. Of 
those interviewed, 30 percent 
said ihey did not believe that 
their singl e vote was worth 
anything. 

On campus, the maitn issue is 
inflation. The survey also 
showed that students are 
concerned with lowering the 
drinking age and legaliiation of 
marijuana. Other topics 
mentioned were pollution, 
al^rtion, the GI Bill, local road 
ccmstruction, fuel allbcatkHi, 
and corriiptibn in ^ the 
government. 

The s^e random sampling 
of dormitory student showed 
that 50 percent are Democrats, 
20 percoit are Rq>ublicans, and 
others were unc^xrided. 55 
percent of the mpondcnts 
classified themselves as liberal, 
30 i>ercent conservative and the 
rest somewlfiere in between. 
Only 35 percent of the total 
number of MSC students 
interviewed plan to vote this 
November.

Even though ^e voters of 
Mansfield will not elect any 
local officials this year, the ones 
that are now in office should not 
be forgotten. Mansfield Justice 
of the Peace Eleanor Trask and 
Mayor Ernest Vosburg are local 
elected officials whose opiaign 
on some local issues are worthy 
of consideration by voters. 

Jilstice of the / Peace ^n 
MansfieidT TTask bej^mr" this 
term in 1970 but she was a J . P. 
for 12 years before that. Her term 
wiH eKpire on January 5, 1976. 



When asked what the Tioga 
DaiA Preset might do tor 
Mansfield, Trask said, "It will 
make the town grow, but I'm not 
so sure I want Mansfield to be 
any larger," She believes that the 
dam project is beneficial to 
Mansfiekl in that many people 
in Mahsifield who have been 
previously unemployed are now 
- employed with the dam 
construction. She thinks that the 
new dam will help Mansfield 
economically. 

Concerning fraternity houses, 
Trask doesn't believe that 
Mansfield is trying to eliminate 
them. She says, " The town is 
just trying to keep them under 
control." She says the 
fraternities have not coopwated 
with their neighbors in keeping 
up the property around the 



f ratettuty hoilscs ar;in keepjr<ig 
up with good behavior. She says 
that she gets many complaints 
from the neighbors of the 
fraternities about the noise" late 
at night. She feels that if the 
fraternities would Ix* more 
tonsiderate ol theinieighbors 
and quiet dowjt-by 1 1 ^.iri. she 
"would get less co^hjpftrnts* 



When a.sketl h^ she would 
feeTabrjiTra tax jiaiOiyfi^sotiner 
Trask thought she would Ix? very 
much against it. Since the 
ehergy crtsis^she has not noticed, 
however, an increase in the 
number of arrests of people 
.stealing gasoline in the 
Mansfield area. She says, 

Iways, 

broke, so they steal gas." She 
added that there are probably 
many gras thieves that are never 
caught in this area. 

Abojut the. prices of gmjds in 
^Mansfield, Trask said, "'They 
are really n<)i out of line. " She 
feels that Mansfield is not hurt 
by inflaticm anymore than other 
areas. 

This is Ernest Vosburg 's 
fourth temi as Mayor. He is in 
his 13th year and «rill have 
complete lb years at the end of 

this term. 

He feels that the new dam in 
Tioga will help Mansfield out 
in the long run. "It will prf>mote 
business and really liven up this 
sectirm of the c;ountry," says 
Vo&t)urg. ^e feels the area will 



be a big v^ecreational^ci ^nd a 
lot of people will be "flocking 
in" 

Unlike Trask, Vosbiu-g feels 
that Mansfiekl is indeed trying 
to get, rid of the college fraternity 
houses^and, in fat t, he wishes it 
could. He .says, "All the students , 
should Ik' up on campus." He 
feels that Mansfield is made up 
of a lot of retired ijeople. He 
.•iay.s, " I hey are. people whU 
tome to Mansiield for a quiel 
life and they don't get this life 
with the miisy fraternity houses 
in town. " He adds. "Th*'y 
dope and aUohol and there's 
nothing we can do with them. 
'There are t(M> many of them." 



The mayor leels that a tax on 
g-asoline would hurt Mansfield 
mo{-(« than it already is being 
hurt by the gas prices. He says, 
"Many iK'o|)les have to drive a 
g(MKl tlistante to work and 
paying for gasoline takes a lot of 
their .siilary. If gas were to be 
taxed, it would take even inoieof 
their salary." 

, When aske<l alxiiii the prices 
in Mansfield, VosbUrg siiid, 
"They are plet^iy high." 
However he b(*lievcs that the 
people of Mansfield are belter 
oil doing their shopping in the 
area than driving . u> a big 
discViunt huwv in thecity bcouise . 
with the pric^' of gasoline it 
wouldn't pay them to drive ver>' _ 
fa^o shop.

Chairman of the Philadelphia 
Manpower Utilization 
Commission and delegate to the 



Demoi^ratic National 
G fl | ^rtttl !&»in 196^. Mr. Shapp 
was the recipient of the 
Humanitarian Award of the 
State Baptist Convention, the 
Ckjod Citizen Award of the AFL- 
ClO in l%3 and was elected 
Man of the Year by the National

Management &lubs in 1965. 

Ernest P. Kline is seeking his 
re-election , as Lieutenant 
Ck)veriw.

Johnson did his 
undergraduate ^t 
Indiana Unive-rtijty of 
Pennsylvania, received his 
masters degree from the 
l/ni^erHty of Colorado > at 
3oulder and his Ph.D. from the 
"University of Northern 
Colorado^ at Greeley. 

"They are understaiiding, 
warm, open p>eople and have a 
high d^;ree of- expertise in the 
area of counseUng," Johnson 
said of the Cmmseling Center 
stii^f . He would like the students 
and the staff of MSC to feel free 
to use the staff at the center.

This 
program includes such things as 
how to effectively read a text 
book and get the most out of it, 
how to take effective nOtes, how 
to reduce test anxiety, and how 
to schedule study time in 
relationship to in-class time, 
social life, and the oth9 aspects 
of day to day living. Johnson 
says that there are short-cuts to 
better studying, notetaking, and 

^'preparing for tests. 

The center is no longer call 
the Testing and Counseling 
Center -because, Johnson 
explained, it is believed Uiat 
testing has a negative 
cormotation. Testing will, 
however, still be a function of 

_ the- -center when deemed 
hecnsary. 

TWo things that Johnson 
wishes to emphasize about the 
ceam are that (1) the staff 
members are going to be far 
more visible on the college 
campus than in {previous years 
despite the remoteness 'of 
Haverly House. They will be 
letting students know that they 
cxisti^^ything that goes on 
betW^ a student or a group of 
students and a coflMsdor is 
absolutely confedential between 
the counselor and his students. 
The center operates within the 
ethical standards set by the ^ 
American Personnel and 

' Guidance Association and these 
standards are very stri«tT The 
only way the center gives out any 
information is with the express 
written permission ^f the 
student. — 
Johnson feels that there are 

. tMno main reasons why people 
tend to ihy away from the 
Counseling Center. They fed 
that only pepple "off their 
rockers" have to go there or if 
they go, they will be told whattb 
do. He says that neither of these 
assumptions are true and added, 
•*We ^e not here to tell you how 
to live your Ijfe;'— ^

Dean Pincus said j^hat the

^ sent to 1^ Ai^ aiwl Scieaoes 
Currtcufum Committee. The 
students develop>ed a proposal of 
their own which was discussed 
at the Curriculum Coinmittee 
meetings. The fttiid jMoposal 
approved by the committee 
incorporated many of the 



students' ideas/ said Dean 
Pincus. 

The program must now go to 
the Academic Affairs committee 
of Facility Council/and from 
theietO the full Faculty Council, 
and from there to President Park 
for approval From the Office of 
the President it goes to 
Harrisburg for final approval. 
Dean Pincus stated that it is 
hoped that the proposafwill be 
submitted to Harrisburg by the 
end of the academic semester. 
He also said that at the time they 
would request the earliest 
possible consideration. 

Dean Pincus also said that 
some preliminary discussions 
have, been held with the 
Peniiiylvania Department of 
Education which he hoped 
would hijasti^ the process.

Strait planetarium here at MSG 
has recently announced the 
scheduled lectures for the 
general public. 

The first lecture will be 
entitled "A Preview of the 
Winter Sky" to be shown on 
Nov. 14 and 18 at 8 p.m. in the 
planetarium. After that the 
Christmas show will be shown 
on Dec. 12 aiiAi 16 at 8 p.m. 
which will be called, "When the 
New Year Really Should Occur: 
A Look at the Spring Time 
Sky." Finally a show entitled 
"Fair Weather Astronomy: Hie 
Summertime Sky" will be 
shown on April 10 and 14 at 8 
p^m. 

Mr. Mason also teaches 
astronomy in the planetarium as 
well as arrange sky shows fpr up 
to diOOO area grade school 
students every year. 

This year, Mr. Mason is 
extending the planetariums 
servia» by involving trach^ in 
the development of individual 
programs based on their 
astronomy units. He is ready 
to travel to schools and 
instit^itions to woric .with 



interested teachers in the 
development of pertinent space 
science units. 

"I could offer tdilor-made 
programs," says Mr. Mason, "I 
want to work on a one-to-one 
basis with the teachers and woilt 
out it wilt of study. The 
program then developed co^ld 
be used by many others." 

Mr. >fason feels he can ' t really 
dbdw the students in one or two 
visits all there is to see. "The 
first visit is necessarily an 
introduction. But we need 
follow-up |:n<ograms and more 
coordination between the 
teachers and the planetarium." 

Some of the regularly 
scheduled introductory 
prdgrams are "The Storybook 
Sky" (for kindergarten through 
third grade) and "Legends in the 
Sky ' (for the grades four to six). 

Mr. Mason estimates that it 
takes 50 minutes of preparation 
time for each minute of a 
program. 

Mr. Mason said that he was 
fond of multi-media 
presentations lA^ich take the 
viewer through space with 
musical effects and visi^l 
images projected overhead.

"Mansfield was the first' 
cxjllege to give the students an 
option to join CAS through the 
school's billing form," said Joe 
Olimpi, Mansfield's SGA 
presidk?m add vioB^esident of 
CAS. 

Olinipi explained that last 
year, the first time MSG- {or 
anyone) had tried this approach 
to solicit merabers/they had ovl^ 
students pliy their^ues. "At 
first we were disappointed 
we had such a poor response. 
Then we realized that it was 700 
more than any otho- college had 
at the time," he mentiofied. 
' Mansfield is still leading the 
other state schools in CAS 
membership, they have collected 
over $1700 so far, although this 
figure is not indicative of MSC's 
total membership. Some 
students psytd this sem^ter that 
as charter members did not need 
to renew their membership until 
spring semester, accorcling to 
Olimpi. 

At the September meeting at 
Cheyney State College an 
agreement was apprm^ to 
attow 'die various student 
governments to collect the dues 
of CAS, but many of the 
governments involved have not 
yet aipproved this contract. 
"Mansfield is a year ahead of 
anybody else." said the SGA 
pfesi<kint. 



CNimpi was recently elected as 
CAS vice-president to fill the 
vacancy left when Michael 
Mountain resigned. He isjilso a 
member of the CAS Fbundtftion 
Board of Advisors, a separate 
CNTganization created to finance 
the CAS sutdent internship 
IM'ogram and other such plans. 

The board consists of fifteen 
members, seven of which are 
SGA invsidents. Doug Dows, 
CAS Executive Secretairy, serves 
as the chairperson; Richard 
DeBernardo, former SGA 
president at Lock Haven is 
acting vice-chairperson; Judy 
Johnson of Clarion is secretary 
and John Fredericks of 
Kuutown is treasurer. 

Dows recently took a proposal 
to the SCUD Board, asking that 
collection for ' CAS be a 
mandatory funaion of the 
student governments, an idea 
similar to the collection, 
procedure used by APSCUF, the 
Acuity organization/ The Board 
approved the proposal, but 
worded the final draft to read 
"may" instead of "must", 
indicating that it was each 
individual college's perogative. 
»"rhis would have forced 
involvement with CAS, making 
it a rnore truly represeiitative 
boey," said Olimpi. 

"I just wish that more of the 
colleges would get involved in 



GAS," he explained. "W* can't 
afford to pay our Executive 
SetTetary enough to support 
himself - he has to have anoUier 
job too. If tfie o^er cotlegrs 
would get more members we 
would have some working 
capital." 

According to Olimpi, CAS is 
the first student union in the 
history of the United States to go 
to an individual membership 
ba sis. I t s futu re plans in cl ude s 
General Assembly meeting of all 
CAS members, drawing up 
working^gjiiidelines and making 
ft an arttially^ representative 
organization.

There are three sttKMt 
representatives to the 
department of Government and 
Politics and several on the 
Search and Seleaion commiuee 
for hiring new professors, as the 
department has two positions 
open. This article is the result of 
interviews ni^tft some of these 
people. 

The proposal for instituting 
the Criminal Justice major on 
^iis cttnpus was a combination 
of the proposal submitted to the 
Liberal Arts and Sciences 
Curriculum committee by the 
Department of Government and 
Politics and that proposal 
which several students 
themselves drew i^.

According to a student source, 
jhe Liberal Arts and Sciences 
Curricuium committee saw 
both the department's'^ proposal 
and that of the students. 
According to one student, the 
changes that the students 
effected on the final proposal 
woe miiK>r« another said that 
they were practically non- 
existent. However, the students 
went on to say that they could 
live with the proposal. 

This writer has found that 
everyone has a different opinion 
ccmco-ning i^hbther the student 
FHToposab were minor or not. 

The mechanics of submitting 
the proposal went something 
like this. The department 
passed a proposal on to the 
Curriculum committee. I here, 
it was rejected and sent back to 
the department with 



recommendations. The 
department passed the 
recommendations and 
resubmitted it "^lo the 
Curriculum axnmittee. The 
committee then passed the 
proposal. 

There are some questions that 
still trouble the students', 
though. For instance, the 
stjLjdent.s are unaware of whether 
or not the department i» going to 
be split, and if it is, where it's 
going to be housed. One student 
said that these (]uestions are 
being disc ussed in higher levels. 

One student who seemed to 
have as much of an idea ab^Jul 
what's going on as anybody else 
does stated, "The studenu 
shouldn't be afraid to help the 
search committee in evaluating 
the ptosjx'clive new professors 
by askingtheir own r^ofessor^/'*. 



After compleieinig a six- 
month, nation-wide search, 
Mansfi<'ld President l^awreiue 
Park has ap(x>inted Mr. J. Coy

Since many students do not 
receive The CAS Times' I will 
repeat an arucle puUi»hed in 
last week's edition. 'The CAS 
Times' is a newspaper put out 
by the Commonwealth 
Association of Students. Its 
purpose is to make public 
knowledge any legislation or 
action taken with regard to 
Pofinsylvania State College 
students. One particular article,^ 
'in last week's edition, should.be 
of special interest to all college 
students. 

The article was entitled 
"Students Gain Right to 
Know'." A&- of November 19, 
1^4 stiiitentiwillia«e the right 
to examine files kept on them by 
their colleges. This will be the 
first time in the hutcnry of 
education that such a right will 
he extended to the individual 
student. Senator James Buckley 
of New York proposed the 
ameiUlihent to the "Family 
Educational RighttandPli^^ 
Act of 1974." 

Section 4S8 of Public Law 9S- 
580 entitled "Protection of the 
Ri^ts and Privacy of Parents 
and Students" establishes that 
itttdents attending any post- 
secondary educational 
institution subsidized in part of 
whole by the federal governinent 
have the right to inspect and 
review all official reomis, files, 
and data directlyrelated to them. 
Material would include 
identifying data, academic 



work, level of achievement, 
results of standardized 
intelligence, aptittid^, and 
psychological tests,, health data, 
and teacher or counselor 
observations," ^ . 

Furthermore, if the data is in 
any way incorrect or false the 
student may^ challenge the 
information. The student is 
entitled to a hearing and if the 
college can not back up the data 
it must be corrected or removed 
fromthe files. The act also states 
that "no educational agency 
may release information 
without the written consent of 
the student, unless such 
informadoh is givm out in 
compliance with a judicial order 
or subpeona, in which case the 
studoit must be nQtified. Any 
persckn or ag^ey desiring acc^ 
to student fil e s , mu f t 'naalff » 
written request." 

Any college that denies a 
sUident access to his or her files 
shall be denied funding. From 
the date of the student's request 
to examide his cnt her files the

We h#e the World Series of baseball, 
and ddn't even invite the Japanese, llie World Champion of 
Basketball doesn't even play the ABA teams, let alone other 
countries. Let the NHL champions play the Russians and see 
who wins. ' 

It seems to me that we should be calling these 
"championships" the Little League United States Series and call 
the NBA champions not world champions but dfei'mpionsof the 
NBA. 

Although many people in this country will think me un- 
American, which I am in my own little way, the reason for this is 
that the aMetes ia ^ A ili aei a ca lte^^j^ as adtfaftes in 

other coumries are. Most of theathleies in this country goout for 
sports because it gets them through College or th^'y just like to see 
how many trophies or gold medals they can accumulate to show 
off to their friends or their families. 

Where else but in America do you have games being fixed, and 
drugs being used to get the players up for a game. If they were 
really dedicated drugs would not be needed. College after college 
is violaung recruitment rules and are not getting caught., 
Athletes coniprairi that they-donV^^et enou gh mone y to play 
college athletics then complain that the Russians should b< 
outlawed from the Olympics because they get paid to participate 
in aiUiletics. Only in America do pm athletes make as much 
money as they do. American soccer players make a lot more on 
the average than participants of World CJup soccer. Yet World 
C:up soccer is of a much higher caliber than American soccer. I'm 
surprised they don 't^ call the winners of American soccer the 
world champions. In cross-country the top runners in the NCAA 
are from Ireland and in track and field the best runners are either 
African or Jamaican.

The policy was objected to for 
a number of reasons, including: 
(1), such a |X-ocedure would 
create more red tape in the 
shuffling of applications, (2), 
students wcndd not have the 
freeddm to' choose the 
institution they wish to attend, 
(3), the concept would create 
additional costs and less 
efficiency, ,and (4), the^ 
individual institutions would 
have little or no say in the 
'selection of students. 

The Board of Co{Hrdinators 
also resolved to investigate the 
caning of a credit union for 
ittudents. With the rise in the 
cost of living, and the reduced 
employment opjx)rtunities for 
students, a credit union would 
enable them beVs to borrow 



money at very low ii^crest rates. 

In further action^ the 
Association analyzed the quality 
of its representation of students 
interests^and is pr^ndysetung 
up a more evident line of 
communication. CAS 
representatives will canvas each 
campus for views, and ui^ 
students to contact them to 
express their concerns. The 
campus ^coordinator may be 
contacted through the student 
government office. 

Other action taken at the 
CalifQrnia meeting included the 
opening of a capiuil fund 
account to purchase permanent 
headquareters, and the 
enrollment of CAS as a member 
in the American Civil Liba^des 
Union. The next monthly 
meeting will be at Millersville 
State QoUege, December 6 and,7.

. U has bism- almost ' four 
months since President Richard 
M. Nixon resigned in dis8;race. 
Never before in Anwrican 
Ittstory his a President of the 
United States resigned. Within 
less than a year, the two most 
poi^erful officials in the land 
have been forced to resigned 
because of alleged illegal 
activities: Richard Nixon and 
SpiroA^ew., 

. Over the pkst few weeks, a 
group of reporters interviewed 
members .of the History 
DeparimeiH as well - as other 
, historiams m^campus and asked 
them to evaluate the Nixon 
AdministraticMi. How would 
future histuriais ^tc Mr. 
Nixonl^ 

. We asked them if Nixon's 
triumphant bn-eakthroughs with 
China and ^ Soviet Union, 
and his ending of the Viemam 
War would outweigh the 
tragedy of Watergate. Would his 
^ood accoiAplishmenis 
outweigh ha mistidte? 

Of all the historians we 
interviewed, only Dr. Unger felt 
that^ixoii mii^ be tmaud 
favorably by history. "Nixon 
had more good 

accomplishments than are often 
iBcfitiaiicil,'^ Df. ^tid. " 

"One cannot compare domestic 
affairs like Watergate to foreign 
affairs like detcntes." " ^ 

Dr. Unger noted that 
President Nixon got "federal 
revenue sharing" passed by 
Ckmgress but added that it 
probably will never be - 
mentioned in history books. 
"Only Watergate will . be 
remem^red,' he stated. 
^'Wm^u^ was a big mistake, 
but only in certain aspects. 
Nixon should have cleaned up 
the mess right away instead of 
soling." 

Dr. t'nger also discounted 
some of -^the ideas that have 
surrounded Ni^ii and 
H^citl^te, such as Nixc^ trying 
to subvert the democratic 
{Mtxress. "Nixon was no worse 
ibm /indKw Johnson or 
Albraham LiiKiuln in regard to 
violating the Democratic 
process," be said. 

"Strong, activist Presidents do 
^infl^ that are accepted if they 
iwork, condemned if they don't. ' 

Other historians did not treat 
the Watergate scandals so 
KghUy. 'There was nothing 
like them in American history," 
Dr. O'Rourke stated, "where 
you had espionage at such a 
tergescalie. It.wasdiuerentfrom 
"the corruption of Grant and 
Hiding where people ^ere 
Uning tl«^9wn Hiis 
iri\«>lvcd a eoiritption of 
electoral process itself." 
' "Never before has a President 
been criminally implicated," 
JSk. Toman said. "The real 
tragedy of Watergate is that so 
many people evidenced either 
ignorance or intellectual 
dishonesty in backing Nixon 
until his August conleision.

This is a sad reflection on the 
state of American political and 

moral sensibilities." 

The actions of Watergate 
went against the basic principles 
of demoofacy, Mr, Dilg said. 
added, "Nixon did not believe 
that open discussion could lead 
to solutions." . "He certainly . 
aidangered tRe democratic 
process," Mr. Wooley asserted. 

Dr. Condon felt that 
Watergate wasj symbolic ,df 
corruption - among American' 
politiciansv "It allowed the 
American 43^ple to Realize for 
the firat time '^extent of 
corruption iif.Ameijca. Nixon 
was just a symptom of a deeper 
disease in our society and 
America doesn't like to face the 
real " deeper sickness. Tlw 
problem is that we don't have 
real leadership. We have many 
pohtLcians but no statesmeir.^' 

Most historians agreed that 
Watergate was Nixon's biggest 
mistake, atid tha(. though he 
sliould be given credit for his 
foreign policy, the Watergate 
scandals will over-shadow his 
accomplishments. ^ ' _ 

There is no way that the good 
accomplishments will outweigh 
the bad, Mr. Wooley said. 
Referring to the settlement in 
Vietnam. Mr. Wooley remarked, 
"Any President would have had 
to have done that. " He also fell 
that Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger played a larger role in 
formulating foreign policy than 
did Nixon. 

Dr. -Peltier also assessed the 
role qL Henry Kissinger with 
regard to foreign policy. 
"Foreign policy is definitely 
^Nixon's forte," Dr. Peltier 



stated, "but it would have been 
hard wicfiout K^singcr." ' 
Although most histcnians 
believed that foreign policy was 
.cxie of Nixon's bright spots, 
some agreed, espedally wiUi 
X r»pect to Viemam, that his 
, policies abroad could have been 
better. Still others felt thai his 
Cord^ j^hcies were lacking. 

"Nixori took bold steps to 
rework foreign policy to meet 
the needs of his time," Dr. 
Paskvan stated. "He disrupted 
the Cold War image of 
Communism that America had 
• carried for so loog. However, 
^ the ie#dtlttng of in^mational 
alliances requires cfose wcnking 
with Congress. I'm not sure that 
Nixon had thisabihty. It's not 
too clear diat Nixc^'s desires 
reflected the desiil^ of the 
American people." 

"It was easier for Nixon to 
bring about det«ite hecause be 
was a Republican," Dr. 
O'Rourke stated. . "The 
historians have to point out that 
the origins 6f detente were not 
under Nixon, but under 
Eisenhower and .Kennedy. 
Although Nixon deserves credit 
for what iie did, he did not begin 
the process." 

Mr. I'estnan, on the other 
hand, does not believe there is a 
real detente. ^ *^One must 
' remember that there was no 
Cold War with Russia 
immediately prior to the Nixon 
Presidency,^' Mr. Tesman stated. 
"As a matter of fact, we came 
closer to a confrontation with 
the Soviet Union ehiring the 
Mideast War of 1973 than in 
1967. With respect to China, he 
d^rves more credit. But in 



appraising his moves tov^urd 
China and Russia, it should be 
remembered that it was the 
Nixonian branch of the 
Republican Party that had for 
over 20 years made its living off 
antirGooiMatHn.'' . 

Both Mr. Tesman and Dr. 
O'Rourke expressed some doubt 
as to whether President Nixqn's 
Vietnun policy wou Id be vk^M 
as successful by future 



historians. "Hte the idnht m • 
Vietnam ended?" Mr. Tesman 
asked. "Too many people forget 
that it took Nixon over four 
years and ihousands of 
American casualties "To End" 
the war after he had campaigned 
on tlie^basis of a "secret plan". 
Of course, the war has not ended 
in Vietnam; only AmaicaU 
casualties have ended. 

Historians may reasonably 
arge that American involvement 
in Viemam could have "been 
terminated shcurtly after Nixon's 
inaugaration in 1969 without 
any^sifnificant difference in the 
terms that were finally reached." 

Dr. O'Rourke questioned the 
stability of the government of 
South Vietnam^ which Mr. 
Nixon had supported. "The 
final chapte r hasn't been written 
on^ Vietnam," he sakl. "If the 
government in South Vietnam 
falls, then Nixon is going to be 
blamed lor prolonging the war 
fcH- four years at die cost^ the 
lives of 1500 young Americans 
and tens of thotisands of 
Vietnartiese." 

Thus even the seemingly 
bright aspectt oC the Nixon 
Administration, according to 
sGHSie historians at MSC, may be 
tarnished in the future. Most, 
ho*^wr, felt that Nixon's 
foreign policy efforts do deserve 
some credit, but do not 
outfireigh the ' blunders of 
Water|;aie.

Vietnam war vitwed

Lyndon B. Johnson took 
office as President of the United 
States in the . wake of the* 
Kennedy Crisis and, according 
to many of the historians, on 
campus, the accomplishments 
and . fai lures of his 
administration reflect this crisis. 

As Dr. Paskvan points out, 
Lyndon Johnson had a strong 
relationship with the Congress 
ieoK^ of ^lis^^yeers in the 
legislative. Most of the 
historians interviewed lauded 
Jc^nson for this ability to work 
well with Congress. They 
agreed with Dr. Vespa's 
observation that Johnson was 
able to push duough pongiess 
many of the programs initNiled 
by Kennedy. 

Domestic affairs, say MSC 



historians, was die area in which 
Lyndon Johnson's 
Administration accomplished 
His medicarermedicaid 
programs, i increases in social 
security benefits and 
involvememin civil rights were 
cited by thcMe interviewed as 
contrilMitions made by Johnson. 
The Viemam War, according 
^ to the historians, was Johnson's 
falsest iii»aike. Dr. Ve^ 
that because of this war, 
"Johnson lost an important 
place in history." Dr. Haadt 
^mmcnted that ^*'he sent" so 
many troops without a 
declaration of %var." Dr. 
Paskvan said, "He wore his 
presidental hat as Commander^ 
In-Chief a little too often."

Several of M$C's histoiiftBs 
feet that the late former 
President John F. Kennedy was 
not in office iat a long enough 
period of time to he evaluated 
fairly. 

Concerning^ his mosi 
important acccHnplishments 
while in office, Paul Hafer said 
that Kennedy gave "a national 
feeling, an attitude. " He added 
tibit it is hard to say what would 
have happenied if he had 
completed his term or been 
r^i^ted. Dr. David Pelter felt 
t^ Kamedy had style aild' 
approach concerning new 
people in government. 

Dr. Raymond Paskvan felt 
that "he had too short an 
administration for us to be able 
to easily consider it." However, 
he felt that Kennedy did put 
attendon on our domestic 
"pFoEfens^l^uch as poveFty and^ 
racial injustice. He said ' "He 
was very sympathetic to these 
American social problems aiid 
honestly tried to understand 
them." 

Dr. William Pfaadt also said 
c^^eniledy^ acoc>nq^shiaeiits, 
"It is hard to say, he witt^ in for 
such a short period of time." He 
did feel that Kennedy did much 
good fof tfie s^igce^ p rogf ani . 

Although helelt that Kennedy 
never had a fair chance to show 
us what he could do, Dr. 
Radiard Condon said, "I do M 
that Kennedy's handling of the 
Cuban Missle Crisis was 
excellenL" 

D|'« Angek) Vcspa diought 
that Kennedy was a "refreshing 
figure" with a great deal of 
leadership. He felt that Kennedy 
liad^Misina, was outward aad 
outspoken, and was a 
transitional figure. He said that 
Kennedy turned his attention to 
cultural problems such .as 
fMlliNinifig jnti» 



According to Paskvan. 
Koinedy's problem was his 
native conception of America as 
the great power of the world. He 
said, "Why his inaugural 
address .is positively 
embarrassing because it is so 
bombastic." He added that 
Kennedy iek that because of 
America's position^ she had to 
be the watchdog of the whole 
world. 

Pfaadt felt that the "Bay of 
^gt ittctdent"' was a serious 
mistake made by Kennedy . And 
linger felt that the "Bay of Pigs" 
was Kenncdy'^^ most- serious 
mistake bcckilsir he could have 
stopped it but didn't. 

Condon said, "Perhaps 
Kennedy's biggest mistake was 
sending the first 3,000 troops to 
Vietnam." 

As to how much he felt that 
Kennedy and his administration 
contributed to the increase of the 
power of the presTdeh'cy, 
Paskvan said, "Under him. the 
Cuban Missle Crisis did much to 
strengthen the concept of 
ixeskkendal power." 

While Pfaadt did not think 
that this administration 
a^tfibttted u> the incmiseorthe 
power of the presidency . 

Wooley said there was "not 
much" amtribuuoQ to the 
increase of the pcmcr in this 
administration and linger felt 
that Kennedy contributed 
some . 

Vespa said, "He increased it 
through personality and 
charisma but not throu^ 
legislation." 

Con^emti^ this question, 
Dilg felt that as a country 
becomes more complex, a 
stronger person is needed at the 
h«!liii. Hesaid AatCoRigieAhas 
reinathed provincial while the 
country has become 
international. He added that 
Congress has increased the, 
power.

The MSG history professors 
were interviewed last week to 
discover: their opinions on 
various U.S. Presidents. All the 
professors rated 33rd President 
Harry S I'ruman highly. On air 
A to F scale, I ruman got all A's 
and B's. 

Professor William Pfaadt 
graded 'i'ruman as a "B" 
President. He said his greatest 
accomplishment was the 
Truman Doctrine, "to save 
Greece and lurkey from the^ 
Communists." Pfaadt couldn't 
think of any "big mistakes." 
When asked *TT Fruman 
GOfttribuied to . thejncrcase oi 
^ J»rct i dait iai poMs^ Maadi 
replied, "No, I don't really think 
so." . 

Dr. Robert Unger gave 
Truman an A and noted his best 
action as civil rights. He said his 
worst mistake was "in his efforts 
to settle the steel strikes" because 
he attempted to use the armed 
forces. Truman, he felt, despite 
working under such handicaps 
as the Korean conflict and the 
use of atomk boaibs, was a good 
leader. Unger believes that 
Truman maintained t^ie level of 
presidential power. 



Professor Robert W(X)ley also 
rated Fruman as a "B" 
president. His greatest 
iircom^tishm^at, s^^ted 
W<x)ley, was the rebuilding of 
the country alter World War 11. 
His biggest mistake was 
allowing his sec retary of state to 
announce thai Korea was not 
strategically ini{M)rtant. thus 
|)artially caiLsing the North 
Kornui invasion i>f South Korea. 

A lesser mistake was his 
excessive k'ligerance with 
Staliii. — WcHiley tliought that 
1 niman did ron<ribute to the 
ifKTcasc ol cxa utive |M)wer. but 
was in no way f <Hnp«rable to 
Nixon. 



Or^TWaler siiid thai Fruman 
was an an hited for vorld-wide 
post-war rect»very and gave him 
an "A". He |mii.se<l his war-lime 
s(H!urity alliancx's and his 
cfMKern for the pt'oplf. 

Mr. (i. Robert Dilg and Dr. 
David Peltier iKHh agreed that 
Truman's Marshall Plan was 
imyxjrtant. but Peltier addeti 
that it was uiienlighiened. 
PeliitT sai^ that Truman's bold, 
dttrisive action was his strong 
point. Dilg insisted thai 
Fruman was an extraordinary 
man in every rcsix*ct - the c?xaci. 



op|)osite of Nixon. Concerning 
Fruman 's mistakes, Dilg could 
thiikk of "none that really slap 
Jne in tfie fate.'' Dilg said that 
the increase of presidential 
(jowtT Ix'gaii with R(x>sevelt, 
not Fruman. who did things 
openly. Fnnnan e^i^d an f'A" 
said Dilg. 

Dr. Angek) Vespa said that 
T ruman was one of the most 
o|Mti and frank presidents and 
des»rv(tl an A. Although he 
cniered the administration 
under atistere c irc umstances, he 
showed great leadership in the 
Berlin Airlift. Pottsdam 
ConUrciue, and postwar 
prolileins. Unlike Nixon, 
Fru man's strength was in his 
rrasoning l^"^*'*^ -"id love for 
America, siiid Vespa. 

Dr. RichanI Condcw believes 
that the Marshall Plan, the 
firing ol Mac Arthur, and 
Iriunaii's honesty wctc his 
grc^iiim act (}tnpK.*ihflients. He 
(lid add that Fruman allowed 
domestic aflaifjy^cjclrilt while he 
attended to inieniaiional affairs. 

OveraM, Trumatt has 
apiKiretuly giiined the ix'sfjecl of 
ihe history depariment facult) 
as an honest leacU*r. 



Eisenhower seen as least effective 



Most his|oriaiis on the MSC 

campus teimM to agree that 
Dwight D. Eisenhower was one 
c4 Qur least effective presideiits. 
On a five-point grading scade 
Eisenhower received an average 
grade of "C" for his 195S-1960 
term of office. 

Citing the Eisenhower term as 
"do-nothing" years, Mr. G. 
Robert Dilg suted that inany 
pffdblenis 

have resulted from the inactivity 

of the Eisenhower years. Dr. 
Paul Hafer stated that "a 
farei^ingr^#M#''wai «fb« 4h^^ 
United States may have need^ 
at the ume." Hafer believes that 
history's conception of 
Eisenhower may im^ove with 
the passage of time. 

Dr. Raymond Paskvan, 
, chairman of the history 
department, agreed that this was 
a period of rest and inactivity 
but thought that the "standing 
still" has been seen as 
simultaneously the bm and 
worst , however, aspects of his 
administration. 

Some negative aspects, 
according to Faskviufi, inctucfed 
an emphasis on "McC^rthyism" 
through the apfK^intment of 
.Secretary ot Slave John Foster 
Dulles and aid to the French in 
Vietriam. Dr. Richard Condon 
felt that Eisenhower "failed to 
4 see the signals that it was time to 
start detente: with the 
communist countries." Dr. 
Robert Wcx>ley stated that 

Eisenhower "had no important 
accomplishments" anci Dilg 
said that his biggest mistake was 
"everything." 

the othor hand, several 



historians felt there definitely 
exist good points and 
accomplishments in the 
Eisenhower administration. Dr. 
Robert linger suMed tfaair 
Ei.sehower "got rid of his 
dishonest subordinates." 
Condon cited the fact that 
Eisenhower refused to send 
trrx)ps u» Viet Nam, "which was 
very gcKxl," he said. Dilg 
pointed to the ending of the 
Korean War as an 



arcomfjlishment of the 
Eisenhower years. 

Overall, MSC historians 
lencU'd to ngardiCisenhcjiwer as a 
man whc» filled a gap in United 
.Slalc^ llisKtry, and in the words 
ol Dr. Peltier, "presented a 
iatherly image" to the American 
people. Fhcir general 
cone lusicHi. however, was that 
Eisenhower would not Ije 
ranked by history as one of tfie 
better presidents.

Park rejects board hike 



Room and board fees may 
increase by as much as $72 per 
year in most state rolleges, 
according lo a report releasedby 
the Commonwealth Association 
of Students. But it remains 
undear whetherthere will be an 
increase at MSC. 

The increase was 
recommended NoveiRtoSl by 
fili^Gollase and University 
Directors and approved by 
Deputy Secretary David 
Hornbeck. CAS said. 

The _^ resolution . requires 
college presidents to raise iKe" 
housing bill at least $36 per year, 
but no more than $72 per year'. 
The increase sould take effect as 
early as January of 1975, but no 
later than next fall. 

In 1 telephone interview, Dr. 
Lawrence Park, president of 



MSG, reportedly stat»i he will 

"Leave things as they are for 
next semester." However, he was 
not able to say what the amount 
of tnatsMe will be for die next 
academic year. 

The Executive Committee of 
the Faculty Council 
c6mm«ided Dr. Park in his 
refusal to increase room costs 
between semesters in 
a memoranduni^oveniber 26. 
The Faculty Coundl called the 
SCUD resolution "a breech of 
faith with our sttidents and their 
parents." They fell that a 
iriaefncnt of school costs to ' 
.students constitutes a kind of 
contract thai should not be 
broken during the academic 
year:

It had been almost taken for 
granted that most MSC students 
are distotisfied wi^ the^^riom 
services offered by the Dowe 
Health Center. 

Yet the Supervisor of Nurses, 
Mrs. Margaret Jones told this 
reporter i last month ; that 
according to a questionaire 
taken by the Health Center, 95 
percent of those polled ifiete 
happy with the tr«itment they 
irceivetl. 

1 hose students who complain . 
the most have had little contact 
wirili us. Mrs. joiM*5 said. S he 
admitted that some students 
who visit the infirmary do not 
fill out the questiortaire, which 
is available at the receptionist's 
desk. 

"We try to gel the receptionist 
to remind students as they 
leave," Mrs. Jones said. 

But most of the students who 
Mrere interviewed by thisteporier 
were not happy with the 
treatment they received at the 
Health Center. Most of those 
iiftervtewed have been at MliC 
for longer than three years and 
have visited the infirmary as 
many as twenty times. 

'Jlieir complaints ranflsed 
from the lack of privacy to the 
non-effectiveness of the 
medications des|jenscd. Others 
(omplained of not being told 
what medications' they were 
being given. Still others 
<omplainetl that they were tiot 



given instructions on how 
certain medications were to be 
used. 

; Mrs. Jones defended the 
infirmary on all of these points. 
"Students are urged io return if 
they are not satisfied with the 
trcamioH^iey reeeive/' she said* . 

Of the twelve questions asked ~ 
by^ Health C^enier's survey, threes 
of them dealt with the problems 
cited by the students who were 
interviewed by this rejxjrier.-. 

Yet di^ie the |>osiiive 
'Wa*Hi<«is of the infirmary 
received, the students who asked 
those same cjuestions by this 
rqx>rter res|xmded negatively. 

'Ihe Health Center's survey 
asks: 

"Were you given clear 
instructicms as to how to take 
vour mt'clication or treatment?" 
'i)o you lirl that your problem 
was handled with complete 
(onfidenliality?" 
'Do you Itrl you had enough 
priva< y to explain your |)robleui 
cfimpleifcly?." 

.Somt' students cotnplained of 
being given medications 
withmit ix'ing told what tht7 
actually were. One woman says, 
for instance, that she was given 
an (»iinieni to apply lo her sore 
\mk and claims she reteivwl a 
skin injury after it wa.^appliwl. 

She later louiul that the 
treatment should, have Ixru 
(liUrted Ix'fore it was applied 



but, according to this patient, 
the nurse on duty did not |ell her 
so. 

Mrs. Jones .said (t%»t s0 
medifiitidns, including those 
givc*n for common mlth, are 
under ([he direct supervision of 
Dr. J . J . M o onet the qgllege 
physii'ian. 

Anti-biotics, whicn - are 
cTwirrot^ by fedefar la wT^fe^ 
Un kftl in a cabinet and (oiinted 
daily. Mt^. Jones said. She 
em|>hasized that all medkaiions 
WW given c»nly at tlie dimtioii 
-«1 I>r. McM>re. 

Otlier students who were 
initTviewcxI by this reporter 
j-omplained that the pills xiven 
Out by ihc intirinaiy were not 
very tllitiive. One |>atient 
cfHiiplainctl of Ix'itig given 
aspirin (or nn infe«led ear. 

*'VVe realize that students 
<<>iuplain ol only ie<eiving 
aKt>irin." Mrs. Jtmes said. She 
stressed the nml for tjiiie in 
assessing the symptoms. "'When

Criminal Justice controversy cools 



NOTEj Thi% semester, The 

Flashlii^ht published a series of 
stories on the differences of 
opinion within the £>epartment 
x4 Govemihent and Politics. In 
this final issue, we will presenta 
unified picture of the situation. 



The controversy has cooled as 
a result of aproposai by the Arts 
and * ^lifcce* " Cufric u I um 
Ciommittee that provides for a 
separate Bachelor's tlegree in 
C^riminal Justice 
Admtnistiation. 
. ITje dispute arose from 
questions concerning what 
department Criminal Justice 



should be housed. Presently, 
CJJA is hotiMd withifT the 
C^overnment and Politics 
Department where, it is 
i alleged, officials have been 
keeping it from expanding. 

There has l)een considerable 
disagreement as to hf)w many 
Political .Science majors are 
ac tiially involved wi th CJ A. In a 
leleplKine interview with two 
refK)rters. .Mr, William Hewitt, 
the coordinator f»f CJ A. stated 
that close to 50U students are 
invc)lvtxl in the Oiminal Justice 
Program. Mr. Hewitt put the 
figure at approximently lU 



percent of MSC's total 
enrollment. Dr. Michael 
Pincus, Dean of Arts and 
.S< iences, on the other hand, said 
the figure was closer to' 200, with 
lOOadditicmal students confined 
lo other areas of the Political 
Science Program.

I've just completed the Ahird 
of three of the most worthwhile 
courses rveeveruiken^andlfeel 

^the necessity to express my 
gratitude here for the method 
with which Mr. Irwin instructed 
these purses. In order 16 fttlly 
appreciate my enthusiasm over 
two swimming classes and a 
weight-lifting class I've had 
with Mr. Irwin, it will be most 
hUpful to consider the events of 
my life which preceeded my 
enrollment in Beginning 
Swimming in the Fail of '73. 
For the sake of brevity, I shall 
merely list the series of 
iniiioMuiies which befell my 
physical condition between 
F^ uary and June of 1972. I 
returned home from a nine 

— . month-iour of Vi^t Nmidth 
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my leg broken. As soon as the 

cast came off, an automobile 
a(;;cident left me with the same 
leg re-broken, a fractured pelvis 
a^id nose, some internal injuries, 
double vision and more than a 
hundred stitches. I was able to 
return to M.SC (I spent a year 
here prior to my service overseas) 
in September 72 with the aide of 
crutches and later a cane to assist 
in my ambulation acro» the 
rather adverse campus terrain. 
In the spring of '73, I began 
roller skating to strengthen my 
recuperating muscles. I met a 
girl at the rink, and as we began 
dating, she often badgered me to 
take her swimming, but I 
invariably refused lest I should 
appear foolish and incpinpeient 
in her presence. 

Thus, I was motivated to 
enroll in Mr. Urn^'t beginnuig 
swimming clan in September 
73. Obviously not in the best 
shape for the task and much 
worse; nai mtx having even 
learned 10 h6ld my breath under 
water, I got into the pool (the 
first time in my life for all 
praaical purposes). Putting my 
head in the water was nothing 
short of a traumatic experience 
from which I escaped gasping 



'llesparately for air. I needed 
only try that once, and my 
decision to obtain a drop card as 
soon as ^ cU^ 
fiithl)^ established. 

My main point is that many 
profs teach a course, but thank 
goodness for instructors like Mr. 
Irwin who te^di the students as 
if they are individuals and each 
one really counts. I have talked 
about this with other students 

,whd have had Mr. trwin* amd 
they reflect the high regard thitt I 
hold for his teaching method. I 
wish all my profs would have a 
genuine interest in eadi stiadent 
as an individual. Majoring in 
Psychology, I've gotten A's in all 
the coiitses I've taken since my 
Vie t • ^m Sej" V ice ( f i ve 
semesters) and presumably, 
from such a record; I have 
gained as much as possible from 
each of the subjects Tve taken. 
Very likely I'll soon forgetthose 
courses; who taught them and 1 
what I learned' from them, but 
rm q^itc sure that I sfialTldfir 
remember Mr. Irwin's 
encouragement and help as I 
fought my way back to health. It 
is my pers<nial belief that no 
matter how brilliant you are or 
how powerful; even if you are 
Presidieiu of the United States, 

- you cannot succeed without 
someone's genuine interest and 
support.. It is the custom, alas, 
that on ly the student is graded in 
the student-professor 
relationship. If only the roles 
could be reversed, I would give 
Mr. Irwin a well-deserved A plus 
for each bf^liecburies I'v&M 
htrnihim.

Commager has recently 
wriuen:"Nixon was the first 
wicketl President: he was the 
lirsi dangerous President." Our 
own historians here at MSC 
were asked if tMyvagteed with 
Mr. (/mimager. 

Although Dr. O'Rourke. Mr. 
WcK>lt7j Mr. Pfaadt, and Mr. 
4^lg said they agreed with the 
sialc-ment, other historians had 
niixetl reactions. "Nixon is not 
wicketl in the Judeo-CJiristian 
inesining of the Word,"' Dr. 
I 'nger is re|X'H (ed lo have said. 
"Liiict>ln and Jefferson were 
daiigemiis first, so, no, Nixon 
was iMU the - first dangerous 
President." 

Dr. PeltitT tended to disagree 
widi Ck>nimager. "This quote is 



a value judgement of our time," 
Dr. Peltier reportedly said, "He' 
was not so wicked as he 
possessed rather a tragic flaw in 
managerial style. X'hey really 
thought the national interests 
were at heart."
